ATTENDANCE 

ABSENCE-Regular attendance is essent¬ 
ial if a student expects to be prepared tor job entry at 
completion of their program. Time lost in skill training is 
lost forever Absence can result in a parent conference, 
suspension, program failure, dropping from Vo-Tech 
program or possible legal action. The action taken will 
be determined by the seventy of the absences. After 
absence a student must submit a written completed ex¬ 
cuse card signed by the parent or guardian to his/her 
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instructor Failure to present an excuse will result in the 
absence being considered illegal or unexcused which 
can result in more serious action agamst the parent or 
guardian 

TARDINESS A student is tardy if not in his/her depart 
men! by 8 45 tor morning students and 12 30 for after 
noon students Tardiness causes interruption of class 
activities and loss of educational time An tardy students 
must report to the office before going to class Students 
must pick up their attendance card and return them to 
the instuctor, otherwise they will be consider absent lor 
the day Continual tardiness can result in a parent con¬ 
ference. suspension or removal from the Vo-Tech pro¬ 
gram 

LEAVING CLASS/SCHOOL WITHOUT 
PERMISSION-The school is legally responsible for all 
students once they leave the bus and enter the 
building Leaving the building or class without permis¬ 
sion can result in very senous problems for the student 
parent or guardian and/or school If this occurs parent 
or guardian will be contacted immediately with more 
senous action following if the problem warrants it 

HALL PASSES Most departments have their own 
washroom facilities which should require little or no 
movement in the halls If this should become necessary 
a hall permit must be obtained from the instructor A 


student in the hall without written permission will result 
in a verbal reprimand, loss of privilege 
or stronger action it necessary
